The fatal day being come, on

After hanging the uſual time, 
their bodies were cut down, and 
delivered to their friends for inter- 
ment. | | 
The concourſe of people to 
witneſs this melancholy occaſion 
was very numerous; the Old Bailey 
was crowded long before the un- 
fortunate ſufferers were brought 
2 and they appeared much 
affected by the dreadful ſcene then 


before them. 
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
